No , 8 / 4 / 67 -M . P . - The Government of India have had under 
consideration the question of establishing a Pool for temporary 
placenient of well-qualified Indian scientists and technologists 
returning from abroad until they are absorbed in suitable 
posts on a , more or less, permanent basis. In consultation 
with the Council of Scientific and Industrial Rescarch and 
other authoritics concerned , they have JOW sanctioned the 
constitution of a Pool as provided in the Scheme annexel. 
The Council of Scientific and Industrial Rescarch has been 
authorised to takc all steps necessary for the implementation 
of the scheme. 


3 . Enjoluments of Pool officers . - A person appointed to the 
Pool will ordinarily be given a salary of Rs. 350 / - p .sh ., but 
higher salary upto Rs. 600 , - p .in , may be given on the 
recommendation of the Sclection Conmittee , wherс necessary , 
taking into account the qualilications and experience of the 
candidate . In exceptional cases, a salary in excess of R9. 600 / 
p .m , may be offcreil with the prior approval of the Govern 
inent of India . This salary will continue to be paiil till the 
officer secures a , more or less , permanent post, or is scconded 
to some other organisation . Ollicers who are seconded to 
other organisations will be paid the salary and allowanccs 
of the posts to which they are appointed in those organisa 
tions. 

4 . Authorised strength . The authorised strength of the Pool 
at its initial constitution shall be 100 . The strength may be 
reviewel as often as in found necessary .

(4 ) to (6 ) Scientists and technical men to be nominated 

each year in consultation with the Commission . 
Vaclcicy in thc Pool will be notified from time to time in 
India and abroail . The recrullinent will not be restricted 
Lo candidatoy who apply for appointment to the Pool in 
response to such notices ; and all persons enrolled in the 
special section of the National Register of Scientific and 
Techmical Personnel før enrolment of Indian scientists and 
tccliriologists abroad , and other persons with outstanding 
qualifications wliose namey may be brought to the notice of 
1hc Board by Indian Missions abroad , the Directorate of 
Manpower , or thc Council of Scientific & Industrial Research , 
will be considered for appointment to the Pool. 

6 . A Standing Committee consisting of the Director-General 
of the Council of Scientific and Industrial Research and one 
representativc cach of the Ministries of Home Affairs , Scienti 
fic Research and Cultural Allais, Commerce and Industry , 
Steel. Mines & Fucl, and Irrigation and Power, shall be 
constituted for allocation of duties to officers appointed to 
the l ool after their selection , and for revicwing at least once 
a quarter the position as regards their placement and utilisa 
tion w as to cnsure that officers appointed to the Pool are 
fully utilised , and their placement on a , more or lese, permua 
neut basis is not delayed unduly . The Council of Scientific
